BERLIN, May 27 (AP). — The 
death of Prince Wilhelm of Prus- 
sia from a:wound suffered in fight- 
ing in Flanders was announced 
today. He was a grandson of the 
former Kaiser and the second 
Hohenzollen victim of the Europ- 
ean war. Prince Oscar, his cousin, 
fell on the Polish front. 

Prince Wilhelm, a First Lieuten- 
ant commanding a company of in- 
fantry, suffered an abdominal 
wound May 23. He was taken to a 
military hospital near Brussels, 
where he died Sunday morning aft- 


6-to-3 Ruling in Apex Hos- 
iery Case That Sherman 
Act Does Not Apply Un- 
fess Labor Groups ‘‘Re- 
strain Commercial Com- 
petition” Substantially. 


In a far-reaching decision, the Su- 
preme Court ruled today that the 
activities of labor unions are not 
subject to the Federal anti-trust 
laws unless they “restrain commer- 
cial competition in some substan- 
tial way.” 

Justice Stone delivered the 6-to-3 
opinion that held specifically that 
a Philadelphia labor union was not 
liable under the anti-trust laws for 
damages resulting from a sit-down 
strike. 


Although Justice Stone asserted 
that the sit-down constituted a 
“lawless invasion and destruction 
of property by force and violence 
of the most brutal and wanton 
character,” he said that the Sher- 
man Act did not provide for dam- 
ages. 
The decision clarified to a con- 
siderable extent the long contro- 
versy that has existed over wheth- 
er labor organizations were sub- 
ject to the 1890 Sherman Act and 
later legisl 
combinations or conspiracies in re- 
straint of interstate trade or com- 
merce, 


Guide for Justice Department. 


The ruling was expected to guide 
the Justice Department in its anti- 
trust campaign against a number 
of labor organizations as well as 
business concerns charged with 
conspiracy to restrain interstate 
commerce, 

Chief Justice Hughes wrote a 
dissenting opinion in which Jus- 
tices McReynolds and Roberts 
joined. 

Justice Stone said that although 
labor organizations “are to some 
extent and in some circumstances 
subject to the act (Sherman)... 
this court has refused to apply the 
Sherman Act in cases like the pres- 
ent in which local strikes conduct- 
ed by illegal means in a production 
industry prevented interstate ship- 
ment of substantial amounts of the 
product but in which it was not 
shown that the restrictions on ship- 
ments had operated to _ restrain 
commercial competition in some 
substantial way.” 

“Restraints on competition or on 
the course of trade in the merchan- 
dising of articles moving in inter- 
state commerce,” Justice Stone’s 
opinion said, “is not enough, unless 
the restraint is shown to have or 
is intended to have an effect upon 
prices in the market or otherwise 
to deprive purchasers or consum- 
ers of the advantages which they 
derive from free competition.”

200 Patients in Ostend Hospital 
Reported Killed in Nazi Bombing

The British, moreover, tried to 
create the impression that the ne- 
gotiations to lift the blockade on 
Italy and increase trade are pro- 
gressing. Actually, they are stalled 
just as they were when Italy vetoed 
the last attempt. The British, ap- 
parently, like the French, are at- 
tempting to remove any grievances 
which justify intervention before 
the Italian public. 


“We Want to March.” 


The most striking indication of 
the new cry for war and interven- 
tion occurred yesterday in the Fo- 
rum Mussolini, where gymnastic ex- 
ercises were performed in honor of 
a Japanese mission. There was a 
carefully prepared surprise which 
achieved dramatic spontaneity. 

At a signal, the uniformed thou- 
sands burst into the famous chorus 
from Bellini’s opera, “Norma,” 
chanting over and over again the 
rousing words “War, War, War.” 
Around the whole of the stadium, 
banners appeared with the legends, 
“War,” and “We want to march.” 
Premier Mussolini rose to com- 
pliment the athletes on their gym- 
nastic training and anything he 
meant to say was drowned out in 
a roar of field pieces and machine 
guns which literally “deafened the 
spectators.

“Must Be Very Good.” 

New York’s fiery little Mayor, 
who has established civil service in 
his own city, said there was no 
such thing as a medium Civil serv- 
ice. “It must be very good,” he 
added, “otherwise it won’t work. 
And a very good system can’t be 
established over night and can’t 
be brought about by mere resolu- 
tions.” 

After pointing out the need of 
good civil service laws, a good ex- 
ecutive to administer municipal 
government under the laws, and a 
civil service commission which 
would follow the spirit as well as 
the letter of the laws, LaGuardia 
added that none of these would suf- 
fice to bring about an efficient 
system without the support of the 
courts.

In 1933 we had only 355 anti- 
aircraft guns. We now have more 
than 1700 modern anti-craft guns of 
all types on hand or on orcer. And 
you ought to know that a three- 
inch anti-aircraft gun costs $40,000 
without any of the fire-control 
equipment that goes with it. 

In 1933 there were only 24 mod- 
ern infantry mortars in the en- 
tire army. We now have on hand 
and on order more than 1600. 

In 1933 we had only 48 mocern 
tanks and armored cars; today wé 
have on hand and on order i70°. 


Equipment Quickly Outmoded. 

In this era of swift, mechanized 
warfare, we all have to remember 
that what is modern today anf 
up-to-date, what is efficient and 
practical, becomes obsolete and out- 
worn tomorrow.

There are some among us who 
were persuaded by minority groups 
that we could maintain our physi- 
cal safety by retiring within our 
continental boundaries—the Atlan- 
tic on the East, the Pacific on the

Army Strength of 1933. 

The net result of all this was 
that our army by 1933 had very 
greatly declined in its ratio of 
strength with the armies of Eu- 
rope and the Far East.

He slashed 16 strokes 
off a par that was reduced to 70 for 
the tournament and bettered by 14 
strokes the metropolitan champion- 
ship record, set by Mac Smith in

Forest Hills wasn’t exactly a push- 
over for most of the field, either.

War Causes $27,000,000 Decline 
In U. S. Exports During April

Heaviest Decrease in Scandinavian and Dutch 
Trade—Foreigners Buying More 
American Securities. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
The impact of war developments 
On American business was shown 
today in a Commerce Department 
report that exports declined $2T,- 
000,000 in April, with the heaviest 
decrease in Scandinavian and 
Dutch trade. 
Flight of capital from threatened 
European countries was reflected 
in a Treasury announcement that 
during February—for the first time 
in 10 months—foreign investors 
bought more American securities 
than they sold. They increased 
their holdings by $3,879,000. 
Shipments from the United States 
to the Scandinavian nations fell 
from more; than $19,000,000 in 
March to less than $4,000,000 in 
April, while exports to the Low 
Countries dropped $3,v00,000. 
The volume of exports (including 
re-exports) still was high compared 
with the figure a year ago, how- 
ever. It totaled $324,009,000 for the 
month. 
Still a Favorable Balance. 

Although the decline in American 
purehases of goods abroad was 
scarcely more than a seasonal let- 
up, the United States still held its 
favorable trade balance. April ex- 
ports exceeded imports in value by 
$112,000,000. 
Exports of raw cotton—totaling 
$21,000,000—were only one-third of 
the January figure, which was un- 
usually high. Cotton exports still 
were more than twice as great as 
they had been a year ago. 
Foreign buying of American to- 
bacco, wheat and flour, oats, dried 
fruits and canned vegetables fell 
off, too—leaving agricultural ex- 
ports for April $12,000,000 less thar 
they had been in March. 


Foreigners bought fewer Ameri- 
can motor trucks and _s steel-mill 
products in April, but the demand 
for aircraft increased purchases to 
$22,000,000, and sales of metal-work- 
ing machinery ‘were up $3,000,000 
for the month. 

There was an increase in the vol- 
ume of American purchases of such 
things as crude rubber, raw wool, 
undressed furs and ferro-alloying 
ores. 

Swiss Buy Securities. 

Swiss investors accounted for 
one-fifth of the $49,110,000 purchase 
of American securities by foreign- 
ers during February. The Nether- 
lands had net purchases of $1,081,- 
000, while the remainder of Europe 
took $1,010,000 worth. 


Under pressure of war purchases, 
however, short-term balances here 
declined $3,183,000 to. $2,991,556,000 
at the end of February. The net 
inflow of capital continued during 
the month, although at a slower 
rate. The net increase was $12,027,- 
000, compared with $87,595,000 in 
January. 

Heaviest sellers were Great Brit- 
ain, which disposed of $9,212,000 net, 
and Canada, which sold $1,565,000 
net, although both amounts were 
less than their January net sales. 

The United Kingdom reduced its 
short-term balances through war! 
purchases by $27,864,000 to $376,587,-| 
000. This brought the net reduction | 
for the first six months of the war 
to $217,910,000. 

French ready ‘funds declined §$2,- 
111,000, while those of Belgium, Nor- 
way and Switzerland increased. De- 
Clines were shown for Denmark, 
Finland and Sweden. Japanese!

make ourselves too dangerous to 
attack. If it isn’t done promptly 
there is not much use in doing it at 
all; We shall not merely have to 
fight but to fight under such con- 
ditions as we now see destroying 
civilization in Europe—hopelessly, 
pitifully, disastrously. 

That happened in Europe because 
England and France delayed _and 
fumbled too long with Chamberlain 
and Daladier. It will happen here 
if we can’t learn to stop fooling

RAPID-FIRE CANNON SHOOTS 
THROUGH PLANE PROPELLERS 


Swiss Inventor Says French Are 
Installing Anti-Tank Guns on 
Aircraft in Quantity. 
BALTIMORE, May 27 (AP).— 
Powerful airplane cannon _ syn- 
chronized to shoot through pro- 
pellers were described by _ their 
Swiss inventor, Antoine Gazda, yes- 
terday as capable of stopping “any 

tank I ever heard of.” 

Gazda, arriving-here from Europe 
aboard the American Clipper, said 
the cannon, which fire high explo- 
sive shells “and give away noth- 
ing to the machine-gun” in rapidity, 
are being installed on French air- 
planes “in quantity.” 

Gazda, president of the Pilatus 
Airplane Co. of Switzerland, said 
his “cannon, firing a 20 millimeter 
(.8-inch) shell, will stop any tank 
I ever heard of.” In tests these 
rapid-firing shells tore through 
solid steel of about two-inch thick- 
ness, he said. 

Larger airplanes may carry as 
many as three of the cannon, in- 
stalled in the wings, he added. 

Gazda estimated Germany now 
has a peak production of 1500 air- 
planes a month, but that the Nazis 
have reached their maximum in 
materials and Manpower, and can- 
not hold to it.

Nazis Say British 


Plan to Sink 


U. S. Liner President Roosevelt 


Moving to Canada. 


Purported Object Is to Drag America Into 
War—‘Exposure’ Comes Through ‘Reliable 
Source’ in Boston—Allies Warned Against

HE United States made one of 
Tits sporadic appearances on the 
stage of the theater of propa- 
ganda operations in the war today. 
The official Nazi news agency as- 
serted that the British are going to 
try to get America into the war by 
sinking the liner President Roose- 
velt and putting the blame for the 
sinking on Germany, and _ the 
Frankfurter Zeitung warned the 
Allies against trying to move their 
general war headquarters to Can- 
ada and carrying on the war from 
there. The warning was said to 
have been given to the U. S. em- 
bassy also. 
The Nazi “exposure” of a “Brit- 
ish plot” against the President 
Roosevelt took the form of an ar- 


ticle, purporting to come from a 
“reliable source” in Boston, and al- 
leging that England would attack | 
the ship on its way back to New 
York from Ireland with Americans 
who are being evacuated from 
Europe. 

“Driven to desperation by the ter- 
rible blows of the German armed 
forces, Churchill (British Prime 
Minister Winston) thinks that by 
sinking a passenger steamer, with 
American men, women and children 
on board, and by attributing the 
attack to Germany, he will be able 
to sow dissent between the German 
and American people,” an official 
comment declared today. 

Athenia Sinking. 

“Churchill hopes in this way, by 
criminal methods, to achieve his 
sinister goal of involving the Amer- 
ican people in the war.” 

The official comment repeated, 
in this connection, earlier Nazi 
charges that it was the British 
themselves who sank the Athenia 
and that they also planned to at- 
ack the liner Iroquois, with Ameri- 
cans on board, being evacuated 
from Europe earlier in the war. All 
three “plots” had the same purpose 
of dragging America into the war, 
the Nazis said. 

At the same time, an authorized 
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source asserted here today that in- 
formation substantiating the Nazi 
charge in the case of the President 
Roosevelt is accumulating hourly, 
and suggested that cables from 
William H. Stoneman, London cor- 
respondent of the Chicago Daily 
News and the Post-Dispatch pre- 
dicting a sensational turn of events 
were written with “knowledge” of 
the “British plot.” 


No Word at Embassy. 


The United States Embassy in 
Berlin announced it had received 


no communications whatever re- 
specting the S. S. Roosevelt except 
a formal message acknowledging 
a United States note advising the 
German Government of the ship’s 
sailing. ! 

Officials said the note to Ger- 
many and other belligerents that 
the ship was sailing to pick up 
refugees was dated May 23 and 
was answered the next day by the 
Reich, which said merely that it 
had been referred to proper au- 
thorities. 

Today’s Nazi charges constitute 
a typical use of one of the most 
effective propaganda techniques 
the Nazis have been using during 
the present war—the technique of 
attributing sinister plans to the 
enemy before his plans—if any— 
have been put into operation. This 
has great advantages over the old 
method of waiting until something 
has actually happened and then 
engaging in a propaganda cam- 
paign about it with the enemy aft- 
erwards.

New Bill. 


Taxes Should Be Increased to Pay at Least 
Substantial Part of Cost of Defense Pro- 
gram — Now Is the Time for Start on 


WASHINGTON, May 27. 

Tro: national defense program 

now on its way through Con- 

gress, embracing the appropria- 
tions which had already been sched- 
uled and those added at the urgent 
recommendation of the President, 
will cost in the neighborhood of 
$3,300,000,000. 

The voting of this staggering 
sum—three times the entire public 
debt of the United States when 
we entered the first World War— 
drives home the necessity for new 
taxes. 

We cannot go on forever borrow- 
ing, borrowing. The gross public 
debt is now $42,786,500,000. It has 
increased more than $2,500,000,000 
in the last year. The deficit for 
the 11 elapsed months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year is over three bil- 
lion dollars. 


Now it is all to the good that 
Congress and the President should 
be doing first things first—getting 
the preparedness program started 
without time-consuming discussion 
of the ways of financing it. As 
the President has said, when vour 
house is burning you concentrate 
on putting out the fire. But the 
preparedness bill has got to be 
paid, and the sooner we face 
squarely up to the problem of pay- 
ing the better. It can only be met 
out of taxes. Either we pay these 
taxes now or we weakly pass them 
on, to be paid later—and paid at a 
heavier rate because of the piled-up 
interest on our borrowing. 


We have done enough—far too 
much—of passing on the costs of 
Government to posterity. 

We ought to have begun earlier 
to get a larger proportion of these 
costs out of current taxes. For one 
thing, as Senator La Follette has 
long been urging, we ought to have 
“broadened the base’”’ of the income 
tax structure by lowering the ex- 
emptions., 

s « * 

Whatever reasonable excuse may 
have existed for delay in revising 
our revenue law is now gone, En- 
tirely apart from the question of 
how much longer we can go on 
borrowing without destroying the 
national credit is the question of 
how much longer we can go on 
coddling ourselves, by putting off 
the payment of our debts, without 
destroying the national character. 


The plain duty rests on Con- 


gress to enact a tax measure that 
will pay in whole or at least in 
substantial part the cost of the 
emergency defense program. 


It is gratifying to note that in the 
House discussion of preparedness. 
last week there were several strong 
expressions to this effect. Some of 
these may have been inspired part- 
ly by a desire to embarrass the ma- 
jority. That doesn’t matter. The 
conclusion as to taxes is sound. 

Said Representative Rutherford 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania: “The admin- 
istration should bring out a special 
tax bill for the purpose of raising 
a substantial part of this expense, 
and it could do it if it would. But I 
know that it will not be done, ag 
this is election year.” 


Representative Treadway (Rep.), 
Massachusetts: “We should share 
in paying for this national defense 
by a new tax bill at this session of 
Congress. . .. There are limits be- 
yong which we cannot go as re 
gards taxes, but we should com- 
pletely exhaust the tax field before 
borrowing further. Since the money 
is to be used for present-day de- 
fense, it should be raised by pres- 
ent-day taxes. ... We should not 
pass on the whole burden to future 
generations.” 


Representative Johns (Rep.), 
Wisconsin: “Let us vote money for 
national defense, and before this 
Congress adjourns enact legislation 
that will bring in sufficient funds to 
take care of the amount appropriat-. 
ed. I am ready to pay my share. I 
am sure all loyal American citizens 
feel the same way about it.” 


Representative Hoffman (Rep.), 
Michigan: “Taxes some time there 
must be. Let us meet our duty here 
and now and not confine our activi- 
ties to the making of patriotic 
speeches, the appropriating of bil- 
lions of dollars, to be repaid with 
interest by future generations.” 

It was not only Republicans who 
spoke in this vein. Representative 
Ferguson (Dem.), Oklahoma, de- 
clared it was “the responsibility of 
Congress to pass a tax bill to 
finance our . preparedness pro- 
gram,” and Representative Boehne 
(Dem.), Indiana, said: “The debt 
limitation must soon be raised, but 
under no condition should that be 
done without the imposition of ad- 
ditional taxes. . . . Whatever may

Would Prepar6—Calmly. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T is to be greatly regretted that Sen- 

ator Byrnes, speaking ostensibly for 
the administration, attacked Col. Lind- 
bergh in such a violent manner. 

Several years ago, the administration 
labeled as “Tories” and “economic royal- 
ists” those who differed with its views. 
Today, when graver issues are at hand, 
the same tactics are being followed, and 
the term “helpers of the fifth column” 
is being applied to men as prominent 
as Col. Lindbergh. 

Surely, such attacks will not make for 
unity of the American spirit? Assuming 
that we all want to see the United States 
continue to grow democratically, we must 
use all of our talents and abilities to de- 
termine the best future course to follow. 
By alienating or ignoring any well-in- 
formed Americans, the administration is 
endangering the American future. 

Do not Senator Byrnes’ statements 
border on. hysterical rabble-rousing? To 
be sure, most Americans will agree that 
we need more arms, but why get “het up” 
about it? 

If a man needs a new suit, he does not 
work himself into a frenzy. He simply 
goes to a store and in a business-like 
manner buys the suit which most close- 
ly fills his needs. He may hate to pay 
the price, but he goes and buys his suit. 

When it becomes clear that a nation 
must have greater armament, why can’t 
it go ahead and buy the best armament 
it can get without getting everybody jit- 
tery? 

Congressmen who will vote for exten- 
sive pork-barrel legislation without bat- 
ting an eye have to raise a fuss before 
voting money for armaments. 

Despite the saying, “Better late than 
never,” it seems to be rather late to get 
into the present European conflict. Why 
cannot we plan our future tactics regard- 
less of who wins the present conflict, as 
Lindbergh suggested? 

The danger in the American situation 
is that Americans will talk loudly about 
armament and then do the same ineffi- 

cient preparing that France and England 
have done. The time is at hand for 
action—not words. 

I will be ripe for the first draft if war 
comes within three or four years. I 
would like to have a little military train- 
ing under my belt. I have concluded 
that compulsory military training is the 
only answer, and it should come soon.

MR. ROOSEVELT ON DEFENSE. 


President Roosevelt’s speech last night, strong as 
it was in the passages urging the preservation of 
national unity, will hardly satisfy those who are in- 
sisting that our rearmament program be jolted loose 
from the static tempo of the army and navy bureau- 


crats. 


Mr. Roosevelt said that “Americans of proved abil- 
ity in their special fields are coming to Washington 
to help the Government.” This is good as far as it 
goes. But there is no assurance that this promise 
will be carried out in such a way as to satisfy the 
widespread demand for the creation of an expert 
civilian advisory group, consisting possibly of mem- 
bers of the House and Senate, plus some of the crit- 


‘ies of our past military policy who have now been 
proved so eminently correct. 


Certain passages of the speech were disappointing- 
ly political. The President took great pains to com- 
pare military equipment now with that in existence 
when he took office in 1933. This is wholly beside the 
point, for Hitler did not come to power until 1933. 
There is no comparison between the type of military 
establishment which was adequate in those peaceful 
days and the type which has been called for since 
Hitler rearmed Germany and vir:ually announced his 
intention to conquer Europe and dismember the 
British Empire. 

The figures given in the comparison, moreover, are

hand seven years ago with arms on hand now. 
stead, he compared arms on hand in 1933 with arms 
now “on hand or on order.” Comparison of the 
President’s figures with those submitted to the Sen- 
ate Subcommittee on Appropriations by the War De- 
partment shows that the chief difference comes in 
the “on order” classification. 

The critics of our military policy have not all been, 
as the President seemed to imply, foes of the admin- 
istration. They have included some stanch Demo- 
crats. One of the severest has been Representative 
Ross Collins of Mississippi, vice-chairman of the 
House Military Affairs Committee. Representative 
Collins has left no doubt of his feeling that ad- 
vancement in the army has depended too often upon 
the possession of social veneer rather than upon 
the qualities of mind which would keep the army 
abreast of new developments in military science. 

If this country is ever called upon to fight, we 
should have had the good sense to place the ablest 
men in charge of our armed forces in peacetime, 
rather than having to change Generals in the midst 
of the struggle, as France and Britain have done. 

President Roosevelt says there is no occasion for 
panic, and we agree. But this is all the more reason 
why we should not launch a rearmament program 
on hasty or ill-conceived lines. 

A great deal of stress has been placed on the man- 
ufacture of war planes at the rate of 50,000 a year. 
Capt. Rickenbacker has inquired whether the ad- 
ministration has considered the problem of train- 
ing the manpower necessary to utilize 50,000 war 
planes. “If we have 50,000 planes,” he says, “we've 
got to begin thinking in terms of 150,000 pilots and 
750,000 men for ground personnel.” England, he 
explains, has planes hanging in the hangars because 
it hasn’t the pilots necessary to fly them. 

And Col. Lindbergh as insisted that it is im- 
possible to devise a sound military aviation program 
unless we know definitely what we intend to defend. 
He has pointed out that the defense of the continental 
United States would require radically different types 
of bombers and fighting planes from the types re- 
quired for the defense of the Western Hemisphere. 

Presumably the latter is what the administration 
has in mind, but in that case, the Acquisition of an 
adequate system of air bases is as necessary as the

rooms, a gymnasium and a print shop. And there 
is always the information desk where advice is to be 
had on all manner of problems. 
Jane Addams died in 1935, but her work goes on.

It still does the work that Jane Addams be- 
gan 60 years ago. 

WAR ON CONSERVATION. 
There is a war on in Missouri, and it is a serious 
one. This is the two-sided attack on the -conserva- 
tion amendment, one of the few outstanding reforms 
in our State government in a decade and more. 
This double-barreled attack is reaching alarming 
proportions. On one front, the amendment is being 
assaulted by the so-called Farmers and Sportsmen’s 
Alliance, which is circulating petitions for outright 
repeal. On the other, a group described as the Mis- 
souri Volunteers, after proposing two undermining 
amendments, has dropped one so as to enter a Ccoa- 
lition with the Farmers and Sportsmen’s Alliance. 
Sponsors of these amendments say that 46,000 
signatures are required to put each on the ballot this 
November and that one has already obtained 39,000 
signatures, while the other has 25,000. 
We know who the sponsors of the first attack are. 
But who are the Missouri “Volunteers” that they 
should seek to destroy the progressive forward step 
which Missouri voters adopted by an overwhelming 
majority four years ago? 
What is their motive? Who is putting up the 10 
to 15 cents required for each of the 46,000 names? 
Some opposition may be genuine. There* doubtless 
are resort owners in the so-called Farmers and 
Sportsmen’s Alliance who are so short-sighted as to 
be willing to sacrifice a great future for wildlife in 
Missouri in order to.reap immediate profits which 
certain regulations of the Conservation Commission 
have temporarily reduced. Such opposition may be 
outrageously ill-advised, but it at least is real. 

The opposition of the Missouri Volunteers, who- 
ever they are, can hardly be sincere. In fact, this 
opposition would seem to be only remotely related to 
conservation. The group’s acting director is former 
State Senator A. L. McCawley of Carthage. 

Yes, the smell is the same old smell—initiative 
and referendum printing for the party in power. Two 
years ago, Mr. McCawley gave us his catch-all—a 
collection of miscellaneous proposals which appar- 
ently had only one purpose—to spend money for 
printing in every county. Now he is at it again. 

If there were a sound reason for a referendum 
on non-political conservation, the Post-Dispatch 
would say; “Put up the issue and let the voters pass 
judgment.” But there is none. The commission is 
doing excellent work. Wildlife is coming back. Rules 
are now set on a flexible basis, according to need, not 
irrevocably fixed for two-year periods by the Legis- 
lature. Personnel is on a merit basis. 

Every person who signs these petitions will be in- 
viting, even assisting, in the waste of $75,000 or more 
of State funds for useless printing. He will be making 
necessary a campaign of defense for a notable advance 
in the protection of Missouri’s natural resources. 

There is only one way for Missouri to treat these 
spurious amendments. They should be rejected,

True enough, 
British and French troops rushed to do 
what they could, But instead of a strong 
defense facing the Germans on the Belgian 
border, help arrived only when the invaders 
were well on their way. The help was not 
enough to keep the Germans back. 

Indeed, there is evidence that the rush of 
the Allies to aid Belgium had no little to

four years to make a complete picture 
of what now has happened in Belgium. In 
1936, King Leopold cut loose from his pro- 
tective alliance with France and reverted to 
the old neutrality status of Belgium. It 
was a status which had failed her once, but 
he thought it better to try again. Germany 
had promised him not to attack Belgium in 
a new war, and he trusted Germany again. 
He knows the sad result now. 

The King refused the suggestions of the 
British -and French, right up to a few 
months ago, that the Belgian General Staff 
consult with the General Staffs of London 
and Paris to work out a plan of defense in 
case of an attack upon Belgium, That, the 
King said, would be a violation of his per- 
fect neutrality. He refused the aid of 
the French to build a stronger defense line 
which would have amounted to an extension 
of the Maginot line. He had promised the 
Germans to be neutral and he would be 
neutral. 

It was back in 1839 that Britain, France, 
Austria, . Prussia and Russia guaranteed 
that “Belgium shall form an independent 
and perpetually neutral state.” In one form 
or another, this agreement was repeated 
and it was in full force in 1914 when Ger- 
many demanded the right to send her 
armies through Belgium to attack France.

\vegetables have also been coming 
to market in the quick-frozen form. 
Long before the “home grown” sea- 
son, fresh lettuce and tomatoes are 
on display in city markets. Even 
with snow on the ground there are 
golden carrots, green peas, baby 
beets with the fresh leafy tops for 
greens, lima beans, and hosts of 
others. 

While refrigeration was length- 
ening the vegetable season, scient- 
ists were finding out about the food 
values in vegetables. Along with 
other discoveries, they learned that 
the “greens” are important for 
their calcium and iron; and that 
‘the greener the leaves, the better 
ithey are as sources of iron. In 
‘some vegetables such as cabbage, 
calcium is also related to the depth 
‘of green color. 


Important Vitamins. 


Vegetables are important for 
vitamins, too. The green vegetables, 
especially green leaves, and the yel- 
low vegetables—carrots, sweet po- 
tatoes, yellow squash, yellow corn, 
and yellow turnips—provide vitamin 
A. These and other vegetables sup- 
ply vitamin C, tomatoes most of 
all. And almost all vegetables sup- 
ply some vitamin Bl, many of them 
vitamin G as well. 

New varieties, as well as more 
abundant supply, have been the 
growers’ contribution to the chang- 
ing fashions in vegetables. These 
new varieties are the result of their 
experiments to give consumers high 
quality, crisp, tasty’ vegetables of 
uniform size and color. 

One of the newcomers in vege- 
table fashions is the green bean 
with no strings attached. This new 
“snap bean” is long and slender, 
and it’s much easier to shred than 
the old-fashioned “string bean.” 

Carrots have been streamlined, 
so they can be scraped with less 
waste. Many varieties now have 
rounded tops with smooth sides that 
taper down to the root. Brighter 
color and less core also give cCar- 
rots a higher popularity rating. 

A really “stylish” vegetable is 
the longer, straighter cucumber. 


It yields more slices, because it is| 


longer and the ends are less point- 
ed. 

Once the tomato was known 
as the beautiful “love-apple.” Since 
then, this vegetable has been much 
improved for eating purposes. It 
is now firm and meaty, smooth 
and round, bright and shiny. 

The new Iceberg lettuce is an- 
other popular style trend in the 
vegetable picture. This Iceberg, 
or New York, lettuce has a firm, 
compact head—almost like a cab- 
bage. It has crisp, tender, curling 
leaves just about the right size for 
cups to hold salad. And this ‘let- 
tuce makes a perfect salad by it- 
self, when the hearts are served 
with a favorite dressing. 


Change in Vegetables. 

Celery is still another vegetable 
in the style news. A new variety, 
with less stringy fiber, is now be- 
ing developed. It’s crisp and ten- 
der all the way through, from its 
greenish outer stalks to the heart 
at the center.

TAX ADMINISTRATORS 
OPEN SESSIONS HERE 


New Yorker Urges That States 
Co-operate to Prevent Eva- 
sion on Income Levies. 


Means of improving income tax 
administration to prevent evasion 
and multiple taxation of the same 


income by different states were 
discussed today by John J. Ronan, 


supervisor of the Department of 
Taxation and Finance of New 
York, at the opening session of 
the eighth annual conference of 
the National Association of Tax 
Administrators at Hotel Statler. 
About 100 Federal, State and 
municipal tax officials and cor- 
poration tax experts are attending 
the two-day meeting. Forrest 
Smith, State Auditor of Missouri, 
is president of the organization. 
Pointing out that through lack 
of adequate tax information con- 
siderable revenue may be lost from 


claims of out-of-state residence, 
Ronan urged the reciprocal ex- 
change of tax information, the use 
of reciprocal credits to non-resi- 
dents to prevent duplicate taxation 
of the same income, a uniform defi- 
nition of residence by the various 
states and a fair method of allo- 
cating income to one or more 
states. 

The possibility that states may 
find “use” taxesh a better way of 
collecting levies on retail sales and 
thus abandon the present form of 
sales tax was advanced by Joseph 
P. McNamara, 
General of Indiana. Under a uni- 
form system for “use” taxes, Mc- 
Namara said, vendors. would be 
responsible for collection, no mat- 
ter whether the buyer was a resi- 
dent of the state or a non-resi- 
dent.

Green and Leafy. 

But studies made by the Federal 
Bureau of Home Economics show 
that the use of even more vege- 
tables, especially the green-colored 
and leafy vegetables, would help 
to improve American diets. 

Salads are one of the best ways 
to make use of greens and other 
vegetables. Raw vegetable’ com- 
binations are refreshing for warm 
days, and there’s no loss of vita- 
mins and minerals through cooking. 

A simple salad is usually best. 
For example, have you tried com- 
bining shredded cabbage with grat- 
ed carrot, with thin slices of onion, 
or with chopped green pepper? 
Grated raw rutabaga and chopped 
celery also make a delicious raw 
salad. Then there is the ever- 
popular combination salad—made 
with slices of tomato and cucum- 
ber on lettuce with a garnish of 
onion, radishes, green pepper rings, 
or watercress. 

For appetizing salads, see that 
the vegetables and the salad plate 
are both cold. Crisp the vegetables 
by placing them in the hydrator of 
the refrigerator after they are 
washed. For best results, com- 
bine the vegetables with the dress- 
ing just before serving.

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Teach Yourself to Swim 


This is the second of 14 articles by 
Miss Bleibtrey, former Olympic and 
world freestyle and backstroke cham- 
pion. 


N swimming, you always breathe 
Jin through the mouth and out 

through the nose, or nose and 
mouth. Later, when you learn to 
breathe, you find that you have an 
allotted time to inhale, and you 
could not get enough breath to con- 
tinue comfortably for any distance 
unless you gasped in the air 
through the mouth, By breathing 
this way, you can fill the lungs to 
capacity, quickly. 

Take a breath and submerge your 
head again. .Open your eyes under 
water and look around, If the wa- 
ter is clear, you can distinguish 
the bottom easily. If not, you can 
discern lights and sl adows within 
a short distance from you. It is as 
simple and natural for you to open 
your eyes under water as it is 
above. The vision seems a Dit 
blurred, but why swim blindfolded? 

Besides, it helps to relax the face 
muscles and adds a great deal to 
your general self-confidence. Some 
people who are: hyper-sensitive to 
chemicals or salt water, find it bet- 
ter to open them only when the 
occasion demands. 

The first few times you lowered 
your head, you probably noticed 
that your body had a tendency to 
rise to the surface. This is quite 
natural and the beginning of the 
next step. Submerge your head as 
before and lie down straight in the 
water. Have your arms and legs 
extended as far as possible. Be 
sure that you are not clinging tight- 
ly to whatever you are holding on 
to. Don’t attempt to guide your

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legs but let them rise to the surface 
which they will do unless you are 
deliberately holding them down, 
Again, co.nt five slowly while you 
are lying there. 

At the very most, this will take 
10 seconds to do. Any person can 
hold his breath that long. You 
must remain in that position at 
least for that length of time in or- 
der to give the body time to rise to 
the surface. Try it again and this 
time stay down as long as you are 
able to hold your breath comfort- 
ably. While you lie there floating, 
deliberately concentrate on forcing 
your arms and body to relax. 
Loosen your grip on the object. 

You must be just as completely 
relaxed as if you had abandoned 
yourself face downward on a bed. 
Repeat this floating position many

times, until you are aware that 
your body is rising to the surface, 
and floating there throtigh no ef- 
fort on your part other than just 
lying down in the water. 

With rare exceptions, the average 
person has sufficient lung capacity 
for his or her size and weight, to 
suspend and sustain their body on 
the surface of the water. Some 
float high, some lower, but you still 
float. One who is especially heavily 
boned and muscular will not float 
as easily and may even need a 
slight motion of the legs to keep a 
‘surface floating position. 

Women have a protective layer 
of fatty tissue beneath the skin 
which makes them much more 
buoyant than men. Consequently, 
it is easier for women to learn to 
swim. The closer to the surface 


you float without effort, the easier 
it is to breathe later, Breathing is 
the secret of expert and prolonged 
swimming. If you find that you 
cannot assume a relaxed float on 
the surface of the water after 
practicing it, perhaps you are mak- 
ing one of the following mistakes. 
eo 2:2 

THE HEAD RULES the position 
of the body in swimming and div- 
ing. If your head is held too high, 
your feet will sink. Lower it and 
they will rise to the surface. As 
a beginner the tendency is to hold 
the head high which makes the 
neck, shoulders and back tense. 
This induces an arch which pre- 
cipitates the feet to a low posi- 
tion. The straighter the body lies 
now, the better. 


Test your head position by mov- 
ing the chin freely forward and 
backward, while lying there. 
Though your face will still be sub- 
merged, you can readily detect 
whether or not you are holding 
your head in a forced position. 
In the first few attempts to float, 
try to have a straight line from 
your shoulders to the back of your 
head. 


The next common error is to 
keep the arms rigid in an effort 
to have the body in a straight line. 
You can stand straight, absolutely 
rigid and you can stand straight, 
completely relaxed. You must lie 
the same way—straight but re- 
laxed. To insure this, if you find 
that your arms are tense in ex- 
tension, bend them slightly at the 
elbows. You will find that this 
will loosen up the entire body 
without changing its position one 
bit.

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A Condition of 
Heart Causing 
Fainting Spells

Ww is Napoleon’s disease? 


I realize that this question 
requires a little explanation. My 
correspondent went to a doctor for 
fainting attacks and he, being in @ 
quizzical mood that day, replied by 
telling her that she had Napoleon's 
disease. She goes on by explaining 
her symptoms which do not include 
thy invasion of Russia, but simply 
that every once in a while lately— 
she is 52—she has a very dizzy spell 
and even at times passes out com- 
pletely. She also has a slow pulse, 
which is recorded as one of the 
physical peculiarities of Napoleon. 
Napoleon also had such fainting at- 
tacks. They have been called epi- 
lepsy. It has been a matter of 
wonder that an epileptic could dis- 
play sucu vigorous intellectual ca- 
pacity as Napoleon. Some epilep- 
tics are men of intellect, but it is 
not the rule. Julius Caesar is an- 
other historical character of su- 
preme intellectual attainments who 
is said to have had epilepsy, “He 
hath the falling sickness,” as Casca 
says. 

Considering the slow pulse, it is 
probable that the cryptic doctor 
meant that Napoleon had heart- 
block or Stokes-Adams disease. 
This is a condition of the hgart 
muscle which constitutes a block of 
the muscular impulses going over 
the heart muscle. The block makes 
the ventricles beat on their own 
rhythm which is quite slow —as 
slow as 20 a minute, and conse- 
quently every once in a while the 
brain is entirely deprived of blood 
so that the sudden fainting attack 
occurs. 

Often the condition passes away 
and the heart beats normally and 
the fainting attacks cease.

WHAT ARE kidney function 
tests? 


The best kidney function tests 
to determine whether the kidney is 
capable of performing its functions 
of excreting waste products, are 
based on the principle of putting a 
measured quantity of some sub 
stance into the blood stream and 
measuring how soon it all comes 
out in the urine. The substances 
most frequently used are dyes. 

Perhaps it would be made more 
understandable if I reminded you 
of the properties of asparagus, in 
its immediate appearance in the 
urine after you have eaten even a 
small amount. 

A physiological friend of mine 
carried the asparagus test a little 
further—and I add this because I 
think even doctors don’t know 
about it. He wondered whether his 
blood would smell of asparagus 
after eating that vegetable, and put 
it to the test by removing a syringe- 
ful of blood. He found that the 
blood did smell strongly of aspara- 
gus.

‘Key Card’ in 
Bidding Hand

LAYERS have a glib way of 
P seaxing about “key cards,” but 

it is questionable whether this 
term is thoroughly understood and 
appreciated. It cannot always be 
applied to an ace or a king. Some- 
times as lowly an honor as a queen 
becomes the key card of a certain 
situation. That was the case in 
today’s hand, played in a recent 
New York duplicate game.

Obviously, there was nothing to 
the play, the entire question being 
whetber or not a spade trick would 
have to be lost. Since the king was 
off side, North had to be content 
with making his contract and no 
doubt felt that he could expect a 
good match-point score for having 
reached the slam. His discomfiture 
must have been all the greater, 
then, when it finally developed that 
he was actually under average on 
this board. No North-South team 
in the room had failed to reach a 
slam. and although five of the 
eight had selected spades, the other 
three, having chosen no trump, had 
garnered the lion share of match- 
points. (This was as it should have 
been. At rubber bridge the differ- 
ence between six spades and six no 
trump would be trifling, but no ex- 
perienced duplicate player should 
have been satisfied with any lesser 
contract than six no trump. 

The crux of the situation was 
North’s possession of the heart 
queen. Without that card, North 
would have had reason to feel that 
spades might offer considerably 
greater safety than no trump; that 
is, it might be necessary to estab- 
lish South’s heart suit by ruffing, 
which, of course, would demand a 
trump contract. From North's 
point of view (again assuming that 
he had only two small hearts in- 
stead of Q-8) there might be only 
four spade tricks, two top hearts, 
two or three top diamands and 
two clubs, and this total of 10 
or 11 could best be augmented by 
ruffing out the heart suit and es- 
tablishing low hearts for discards. 
The actual possession of the heart 
queen, however, should have put a 
different complexion on the matter. 
south had not only started with a 
heart bid, but after showing consid- 
erable strength by his jump to 
three spades, had later rebid his 
hearts at the five level. Hence it 
could be safely assumed that his 
Suit must be at least as good as 
A K x x x. With North holding 
the ace-king of diamonds and the 
ace of clubs, South’s three spade 
bid could scarcely be justified un- 
less he held a high club honor. 
Hence North had nothing to fear 
in that department. 

It is not my intention to urge 
duplicate players to play doubtful 
hands in no trump just because 
that dend@mination returns a few 
extra points. As a matter of fact, 
I am well aware that thousands of 
players deliberately distort the bid- 
ding and “break their necks” to get 
into no trump when a major, or 
even a minor, suit contract would 
be much more logical. But in a 
Situation such as the above, in 
which all the suits must be doubly 
stopped and where, moreover, there 
are two long suits that can be ex- 
pected to return the bulk of the 
tricks, no trump must be selected 
if a partnership is looking for bet- 
ter average match-point scores.
